TAXATION AND FINANCE 


C on t i n ue d f rom I ’jik** One 
¡lib erty, or property, without due process of law; nor deny 
to any person within its jurisdiction the equal protection 
of the law. 
i he American theory may b e stated as b eing that the 
people, through their direct legislative representatives, 
have the sole power of determining the am ount and nature 
of taxation, and that this power is limited b y the require­ 
ment that these taxes b e, b roadly speaking, 
fair and 
reasonab le. 


I his ol course is a theory which b ends to conditions. 
In many ways the legislative b ranch yields in tax matters 
to the executive. Both b y the proper means of leadership 
and pub lic following, and the improper method of patron­ 
age and other political pressures, a strong President may 
end b y having more say ab out taxes than Congress. For 
this to happen, however, usually implies a weakness in 
Congress itself rather than in its Constitutional powers. 
Moreover, there is no true yardstick for measuring 
fair and reasonab le taxes. In a sense all taxes are confisca­ 
tion of private property. The percentage of national earn­ 
ings which may properly b e taken over b y a government 
varies greatly with m any conditions. 
1 here is a point at which taxation b ecom es econom ­ 
ically unsound, where it crushes the individual and stag­ 
nates industry. 
Determination of this point is a responsib ility which 
is in the hands of the American people, through their legis­ 
lative representatives, the National Congress.

liberty, or property, without due process of law ; nor deny 
to any person within its jurisdiction the equal protection 
of the law. 


f he Am erican theory may be stated as being that the 
people, through their direct legislative representatives, 
I have the sole power of determining the amount and nature 


I of taxation, and that this power is limited by the require­ 
ment that these taxes be, broadly speaking, 
fair and 


I reasonable. 


I hts oi course is a theory which bends to conditions. 
In many ways the legislative branch yields in tax matters 
to the executive. Both by the proper means of leadership 
and public following, and the improper method of patron­ 
age and other political pressures, a strong President may 
end by having more say about taxes than Congress, hor 
this to happen, however, usually implies a weakness in 
Congress itself rather than in its Constitutional powers. 


Moreover, there is no true yardstick for measuring 
fair and reasonable taxes. In a sense all taxes are confisca­ 
tion of private property. 
I he percentage of national earn­ 
ings which may properly be taken over by a government 
varies greatly with many conditions* 


I here is a point at which taxation becomes econom­ 
ically unsound, where it crushes the individual and stag­ 
nates industry. 


Determination of this point is a responsibility which 
is in tile hands of the Am erican people, through their legis­ 
lative representatives, the National Congress.

I o n 11 n lied f r o m ©Bier O n e 
liberty, or property, without due process of law , nor deny 
to any person within its jurisdiction the equal protec tion 
of the law 
I he Am erican theory may be stated as being that the 
people, through their direct legislative representatives, 
have the sole power of determ ining the am ount and nature 
of taxation, and that this power is limited by th e require­ 
ment that th e s e taxes be, broadly speaking, 
fair and 
reasonable. 


I his of course is a theory which Ixmds to conditions. 
In many w ays the le g is la t iv e branch yields in tax matters 
to the executive. Both by the proper m eans of leadership 
and public following, and the improper method of patron 
age and other political pressures, a strong President may 
end by having more say about taxes than Congress, hor 
this to happen, however, usually implies a weakness in 
Congress itself rather than in its Constitutional powers. 


Moreover, there is no true yardstick for measuring 
fair and reasonable taxes. In a sense all taxes are confisca­ 
tion of private property. 
The percentage of national earn­ 
ings which may properly be taken over by a government 
varies greatly with m any conditions. 


I here is a point at which taxation becom es econ om ­ 
ically unsound, where it crushes the individual and stag­ 
nates industry. 


I determination of this point is a responsibility which 
is rn the hands of the American people, through their legis­ 
lative representatives, the National Congress.
